Captain Mann is an authority on 
dee¡) waterway work, having charg e 
of this kind of work along the Fox 
river. 
Captain Mann declared, when in­ 
formed that the Evening Teleg raph 
was not iti favor of the present deep 
waterway leg islation in Illinois, that 
the Teleg raph was taking the correct 
position. A deep waterway is not prac 
ticable, declared the captain, 
and 
furth erm ore $20,000,000 
will 
not 
any more than g ive the project 
a 
fairly g ood start. 
“ The g overnment has spent about 
$4 .000,000 on waterway work along 
the Fox river and the traffic has been 
very lig ht,” said the eng ineer. The 
feeder for the Hennepin and the ca­ 
nal proper should be an example 'of 
v.hat results can be obtained from 
\v a t e r w ay l e g i si a t i o n. ” 


The captain believes that the time 
will never come when ocean 
and 
lake steeamrs will be able to 
ply 
between the g ulf and t.ie g reat lakes. 
The plan, he say s, 
is not feasible, 
The smaller barg es may come up the 
proposed canal, but the big boats, 
never. 
Captain Mann declared it is folly 
for the state of Illinois to g o ahead 
with the proposed work without the 
aid of the national g overnment. Gov­ 
ernm ent eng ineers should be confer­ 
red with and the eng ineers and the 
state authorities should 
work 
to- 
g etaer in a movement of this kind. 
Captain Mann, however, is not op­ 
posed to waterway s, but he is op­ 
pose;! to any movement which can 
never be made practicable. He is of 
the opinion that the Illinois plan is 
far from practicable. 
The whole plan is wrong as it now 
stands and the leg islators 
should 
never support such a measure. 
“The rivers of the United States 
should 
be improved, but the pro­ 
posed improvements 
should 
come 
within reason,” declared 
the cap­ 
tain.
